WASHINGTON,  March  7 — (UPI)  — With  a record 
900,000  filibustering  words  behind  them,  and  a freshly  vacuum- 
ed rug  beneath  them,  members  of  the  Senate  were  ready  today 
to  take  up  where  they  left  off  Saturday. 

“Sleepy  Hollow” — as  the  Senate  chamber  was  dubbed  dur*- 
ing  last  week’s  marathon  debate  on  civil  rights — was  freshly 
scrubbed  and  tidied,  but  how  refreshed  the  participants  were 
was  another  question. 

WHILE  SOME  SENATORS  got  their  first  breath  of  fresh 
air  in  six  days  on  Sunday,  it  seemed  likely  that  the  effects  of 
their  endurance  test  might  be  hard  to  shake  in  a one-day  re- 
cess. 

Sen.  Clifford  P.  Case  (R-N.J.),  for  one,  was  hopeful  that 
the  Sunday  rest  would  cure  him  of  answering  quorum  calls  in 
his  sleep.

Helaman  Boys 
Razz  Officers, 
Rip  Car  Wires 


More  than  100  boys  in  John 
and  Taylor  Halls  of  Helaman 
Halls  were  involved  in  harrass- 
ing  Security  Dept,  officers  and 
Provo  policemen  Sunday  night, 
leaving  a “bad  impression”  with 
downtown  officers. 

According  to  reports  by  the 
Security  Dept,  and  Officer  Lar- 
ry Asher  of  the  Provo  Police 
Dept.,  the  incident  began  when 
it  was  rumored  there  was  a girl 
locked  in  a room  on  the  first 
floor  of  Taylor  Hall. 

(Security  Dept,  emphasized  la- 
ter, however,  that  there  was  no 
girl  involved  in  the  incident.) 

WHILE  OFFICERS  were  in- 
vestigating in  the  halls,  wires  to 
the  spark  plugs  of  the  Security 
car  were  ripped  off.  During  the 
course  of  the  incident  two  or 
three  cherry  bombs  (loud  fire- 
crackers) were  dropped  into  the 
crowd.

OPERATING  as  a public  ser- 
vice, th  enetwork  was  organized 
by  the  Radio  and  Television 
Committee  of  BYU  to  fill  the 
demand  for  radio  programs  from 
BYU. 


Tapes  of  the  programs  are 
sent  to  seven  stations  in  Ariz- 
ona, six  stations  in  Idaho,  three 
stations  in  Nevada,  eight  in  New 
Mexico,  six  in  Utah  and  two 
in  Washington. 

STUDENTS  do  recordings  and 
commercials,  and  the  rest  of  the 
work  is  done  by  a professional 
production  staff.  Lynn  McKin- 
lay, special  instructor  in  the 
Speech  Dept.,  and  a former  KSL 
announcer,  provides  background 
information  for  each  selection.
